The number of copies which contain the maps is extremely limited. It 
is surprising to notice how much these delineations are in agreement with 
the supposed new discoveries of the latest investigators. The secrets of the 
Kile, the Congo, and the inland lakes were revealed to Pigafetta by Lopez 
nearly three hundred years ago ; and we should therefore look to Speke, 
Livingstone, Cameron, and Stanley, not for news concerning totally 
unexplored and unknown regions, but for confirmation and correction of 
already existing knowledge. Lopez started from the mouth of the Tagus 
in 1578, and, after some years spent in Africa, returned to Europe charged 
with a mission from the King of Congo to the Spanish monarch. Philip was 
then engaged in fitting out the Armada, and Lopez finding himself disap¬ 
pointed went to Rome and was received by the Pope. He then dictated his
